MELON PEAR OR ©. NO. 

_ This delicious fruit, a member of the Solanum famil., «*oru*ly introduced from the 
Highlands of Central America, is worthy of the most ext »- ‘yal, both in this country 
and Europe. It forms a low, spreading plant, with luxuriont “liage, and bears a fruit 


about the size and shape of a goose egg. The color is lemon or pale orange color, with 
streaks or waves of bright violet, the whole making a fruit unrivaled in beauty. The 
interior of the fruit is solid pulp, free of seeds, of a pale yellow color; flavor resembles 
that of a fine musk melon, having alsoa rich sub-acid taste, very delicious. The fruit 
ripens in about three months from planting. Will doubtless do well anywhere north, also 
in Europe, especially England, as it delights ina cool, moist climate. It makes a splendid 
pot plant.
